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During the Fall of 1967, the State Council of Higher Education for Virginia initiated 
a comprehensive inventory and general evaluation of physical facilities at Virginia institu- 
tions of higher education, both state-controlled and privately controlled. The study was 
designed to provide information concerning existing facilities as of the Fall 1967, needs for 
building replacements and renovations, and anticipated future space requirements. The 
Council received funds to conduct this research through a Higher Education Facilities Com- 
prehensive Planning Grant from the Division of College Facilities of the U. S. Office of 
Education. Guidance and assistance in the design and conduct of the study was provided to 
the Council by a Planning Advisory Committee composed of three private college presidents, 
two state college presidents and the Director of the Department of Community Colleges. 
Consultation was also received from physical facilities specialists in other states. 

A report, released in November, 1967, entitled Physical Facilities at Virginia’s 
Col leges presented an inventory and evaluation of physical facilities at Virginia's state- 
controlled institutions as of the Fall of 1966. Data in that report have been updated in this 
report. Initial inventory information is included in this report for the thirty-one privately 
controlled institutions of higher education in Virginia who participated in the study. 

In designing its Fall 1966 study, the State Council staff sought to develop a method- 
ology and classification system which would be consistent with the anticipated recommenda- 
tions for inventorying space of the committee of the USOE National Center for Educational 
Statistics. Subsequent to the preparation for the 1966 report, this USOE committee final- 
ized its recommendations. Their recommended classifications differed somewhat, primarily 
in the room type classifications, from those used by the State Council in its initial inventory 
of the state -control led institutions. 

In this study considerable progress has been made in reconciling the data for the 
state -control led institutions with the USOE classifications, and the information collected 
from the privately controlled institutions is completely consistent with the finalized USOE 
classifications. With further effort still necessary to accomplish complete compatibility, it 
will be noted in the format of this report that room type data is presented in a different 
manner for the state -control led colleges and universities than for the privately controlled 
institutions . 

The preparation of the data for this report represents a considerable time investment 
by the institutions, and major credit for the completion of this study is accorded to those 
institutional personnel involved in providing the new data. It is hoped that now that a com- 
plete inventory has been established, the comparatively easy task of updating can be ac- 
complished on an annual basis. 
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Since physical facilities play such a major role in college and universities 1 activ- 
ities, it is essentia! that specific and detailed information on facilities be available in 
order that sound decisions can be made with respect to space use and facilities planning. 
With such information, decisions need not be ‘“intuitive 11 in nature and the most efficient 
use can be made of available resources. 

Three forms (Room Inventory, Building Inventory, and Land Inventory) were used to 
collect inventory data from the privately controlled institutions. These forms were supplied 
to institutional personnel designated to be responsible for the inventory by each college 
president. A member of the Council staff visited each institution to explain the instructions 
and answer questions regarding terminology and procedures. The state -con trolled institu- 
tions were provided their 1966 inventory data in a form designed to facilitate updating, as 
well as necessary forms for inventorying facilities added since the initial inventory. 

As institutional information was received by the Council, if was checked for com- 
pleteness and then transferred to data processing cards. Analyses were then made by com- 
puter programs previously developed and tested.

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Table 1 summarizes the amount and proportion of outside gross square feet of physi- 
cal plant space classified as either permanent or temporary construction. Although there 
are several guidelines which can be utilized as basis for classifying buildings as temporary 
or permanent structures, a permanent building, for the purpose of this study, is generally 
constructed of durable material such as steel, concrete, or brick. In addition to the type 
of construction material used, the suitability of the structure for the purpose for which it 
was designed is also taken into consideration. 

Nearly 97 per cent of total outside gross square feet of space was classified as 
permanent-type construction. Thirty-three institutions had all permanent building:. Of 
these thirty-three institutions, sixteen were four-year col leges or universities, and seventeen 
were two-year institutions. 

Whether or not a building is fire-resistive is based primarily on the type of materials 
used in the structure. A building is classified as "fire-resistive 11 if it is constructed entirely 
of fire-resistive materials, including the roof, windows, doors, floors, and finish, or if the 
building has fire-resistive materials in the walls, floors, stairways, and ceilings, even 
though the interior has ordinary joist construction and wood finish. Frame buildings, build- 
ings constructed with wood above the foundation, and buildings with masonry walls but 
ordinary wooden floor joists, partitions, finish, and roof are classified as "non-fire- 
resistive. " 

The data from Table 2 indicates that more than seventy-five per cent of the 
30,620,236 total outside gross square feet of space was of a fire-resistive type of construc- 
tion. A large portion of the 7,602,703 square feet of space, which is non-fire-resistive, 
consists of such buildings as barns, garages, sheds, and other buildings which due to their 
function are not normally of a fire-resistive type.

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Table 3 provides data on air-conditioned and non-air-conditioned buildings. Build- 
ings were classified as "air-conditioned " only if they had a central air-conditioning system. 
From Table 3 it can be seen that only about 15 per cent of the space at the colleges and 
universities is air-conditioned. The general trend in Virginia, as well as other states, has 
been for greater use of higher educational buildings during the summer months. Quite ob- 
viously the air-conditioning of buildings facilitates their utilization the year round. It is 
also true that the additional cost factor involved in providing air-conditioned space is an 
important consideration. 

Table 4 summarizes the amount and proportion of outside gross square feet of space 
according to the age of the buildings, separated into three broad groupings. Of the total 
30,620,236 outside gross square feet of space, 41 .5 per cent is less than 10 years of age; 
41 .5 per cent is between 10 and 40 years of age; and 17 per cent is over 40 years of age. 
As in the previous year's inventory for state-controlled institutions only, it is interesting to 
note that 27.2 per cent of the total number of buildings are less than 10 years old and ac- 
count for 41 .5 per cent of total space. This suggests that the newer buildings are generally 
larger than the older ones. 

Table 5 summarizes the amount and proportion of outside gross square feet of space 
according to construction type. This table can be of considerable value when used in con- 
junction with several of the preceding tables. For example, it is possible to determine from 
Table 5 the general reason why certain space was classified as non-fire-resistive in Table 2 
and why certain space was labeled as temporary in Table 1 . 

Information about the type of construction of buildings is of importance in long range 
planning. It is an aid in projecting construction costs, it provides a tool for estimating 
funds needed for building maintenance, and it can serve as a guide for determining future 
building use. 

It can be seen from Table 5 that 54.0 per cent of the higher education facilities in 
Virginia are of either masonry or reinforced concrete-masonry construction.

Table 6 provides an appraised value of all buildings and their con- 
tents. Building appraisal reflects the latest appraisal made for insurance pur- 
poses. This table is indicative of the value of buildings and their contents, 
but it should be pointed out that the insured value of buildings is usually less 
than the actual replacement cost. Also, the appraised value does not include 
the foundations of buildings. 

The total appraised value of all buildings is $408,471,000. Total 
appraised value for non-housing buildings is $246,257,000 and the appraised 
value for housing facilities is $162,214,000. By dividing the gross square feet 
into the value of buildings, the appraised value per gross square foot is ob- 
tained. The appraised value per square foot for non-housing os $14. V6; tor 
housing $12.10; and for the two combined $13.68.

SECTION II BUILDING EVALUATION 

Important factors in determining future building needs are (1) the general quality of 
exosting buildings and (2) future usability of the buildings. 

Even though a building might be in good or excellent condition structurally does not 
eliminate the possibility that its location is inappropriate. In some instances the land oc- 
cupied by certain buildings might well be used more advantageously for other purposes, thus 
creating the need for removal of a building even though it is structurally sound. 

The quality of a building, us reflected in this report, is essentially a subjective, but 
professional, judgment arrived at through a consideration of such factors as the structural 
adequacy of the building, suitability of the structure for the purpose for which it is used, 
and the like. In determining the quality and usability of buildings at the state-control led 
institutions, an architect from the Division of Engineering and Buildings, a staff member of 
the State Council, and a designated institutional representative generally reviewed each 
building. For the privately controlled institutions an independent architectural firm pro- 
vided the professional evaluation. Particular care was taken to insure a consistent approach 
to the evaluation of both state— and privately controlled colleges and universities. 







Information on the general quality of buildings is shown in Table 7 and Table 8. 
Space is categorized as to "excellent," "satisfactory," "poor," and "unsatisfactory." 
Table 7 shows the amount of space in each of the categories and Table 8 reflects a per- 
centage distribution to these categories. 

Of .total gross square feet for non-housing buildings at all institutions, 45.7 per cent 
was rated as "excellent, "41.9 per cent as "satisfactory, " 9.7 per cent as "poor, " and 2.7 
per cent as "unsatisfactory. " The breakdown for housing facilities was 45.1 per cent rated 
as "excellent, " 41 .3 per cent as "satisfactory, " 11.5 per cent as "poor, " and 2.1 per cent 
as "unsatisfactory. " Combining the two and arriving at the total outside gross square feet 
for all buildings at all institutions, 45.4 per cent was rated as "excellent," 41. 6 as "satis- 
factory," 10.5 per cent as "poor, " and 2.5 per cent as "unsatisfactory. " 

Sn addition to the architect's evaluation of general building quality, recommend- 
ations were also made as to whether each building should be continued in use indefinitely 
or discontinued. Generally, buildings rated as excellent or satisfactory were recom- 
mended to be continued in use with ordinary maintenance. If a building was considered to 
be inadequate for its present use, or of unsound structure, it was recommended for reno- 
vation in order that deficienceis might be corrected. On the other hand, if a building 
was considered to be unsatisfactory, or its renovation economically unsound, it usually 
followed that the recommendation was the building be discontinued either after a limited 
time or at the earliest opportunity. 

Tables 9 and 10 summarize the amount and proportion of outside gross square feet 
of physical plant space according to recommended usability of the buildings. Of total 
non-housing space, 91 .1 per cent was recommended to be used indefinitely with ordinary 
or major maintenance or alterations. It should be noted, however, that 4.9 per cent of 
total non-housing space was recommended to be discontinued after limited time only and 
4.0 per cent at the earliest opportunity. Of total housing space, 93.3 per cent was re- 
commended to be used indefinitely, with the balance of 6.7 per cent to be discontinued 
either after a limited time or at the earliest opportunity. Combining housing and non- 
housing facilities, 92.1 per cent was recommended to be continued in use indefinitely. If 
was recommended that 7.9 per cent of total space be discontinued either after a limited 
time or at the earliest opportunity.

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SECTION III LAND INVENTORY 

The 36,509 acres used by Virginia's colleges and universities provide the location 
and setting for its numerous campuses. Seventy-nine per cent of this acreage is owned by 
the institutions. The amount of land needed by an institution is dependent upon such factors 
as (a) the institution's plan for land utilization; i.e., large 'high-rise" buildings located 
close together or smaller buildings spread over a large area, (b) the size of the institution, 
primarily from the standpoint of student enrol Iment, and (c) the mission of the institution. 
Recognizing these factors, it is helpful to have current information available concerning 
land holdings.

Table 12 summarizes the land hold- 
ings of the institutions according to ownership 
of land. Of the 36,508.85 acres of land 
holdings, 68.9 per cent or 25,153.38 acres 
are owned in fee simple and 9.7 per cent or 
3,555 acres are owned by the institutions 
with restricted rights of use or disposition.

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SECTION IV INSIDE SPACE INVENTORY 

Up to this point in re report, data on buildings have been presented in terms of 
"'outside gross square feet. 11 In this section the data are presented on "total room area." 
Since practically all buildings on college campuses are used for more than one purpose, it 
is necessary to have a room inventory by specific type in order to facilitate planning of 
particular kinds of space.

Instruction , — Classrooms, teaching laboratories and shops, other teaching 
facilities, teaching service rooms, faculty offices, offices for clerical and 
teaching assistants for faculty, offices for academic deans and heads of de- 
partments, and other rooms used in the resident instructional program of the 
institution, 



Libraries . —Rooms used for the collection, storage, and circulation of books, 
per iodica Is, manuscripts, and other reading and reference materials as well 
as offices and office service rooms used by librarians. 



Research . Rooms used by research bureaus, experiment stations, and other 



departments of the institution in which research activities are carried on, 
whether funded from institutional funds or outside sources. 



Administration and General . — General executive and administrative offices, 
secretarial and clerical space of administrative personnel, student services, 
admissions and registration, placement, public relations, institutional pub- 
lications, business offices, etc. 



Organized Activities Related to Instruction. — Laboratory schools, farms, 
creameries, and other facilities designed to provide professional training 
opportunities for students. 



Extension and Public Service . —Extension division, radio and television sta- 
tions and museums (if designed to serve the general public), and other simi- 
lar facilities. 



Physical Plant Operation and Maintenance .— Maintenance shops; machine 
shops; motor poo It?; garages; heating plants;”* police, fire protection, and se- 
curity offices; and the like. 



Auxiliary Enterprises. — Housing facilities, student unions, bookstores, post 
offices, dining halls and cafeterias, and other similar facilities designed to 
be self-supporting. 



Non-lnstitutional Agencies. — State/ regional, and federal offices; offices 
used by professional organizations and agencies; and other rooms owned by 
the institution but used by non-institutional agencies or groups. 



Unassigned and Non-Assjgnable Areas. — Areas which are gnassigned at the 
HrruTof the inventory because of present condition (inactive, unfinished, or 
undergoing alteration or conversion) or are non-assignable due to their par- 
ticular type (custodial, mechanical, public toilets). 



ROOM TYPE CODES— STATE-CONTROLLED INSTITUTIONS 



General Classrooms. — All rooms designed for lectures, recitations, and semi- 
nars. Includes the seating area of an auditorium or theatre if used primarily 
for scheduled class meetings. 



Laboratories. — All rooms equipped or designed for special training or re- 
search purposes, such as chemistry laboratories, psychology laboratories, 
language laboratories, and the like. 



Instructional Shops. --All rooms equipped or designed for instruction requir- 
ing large amounts of space per student station (usually in excess of 100 
square feet), such as industrial arts shops, home economics food preparation 
and service rooms, and the like. 



Physical Education Rooms. — All rooms especially designed or equipped for 
use in physical education instruction. Included here would be playing 
floors, wrestling and boxing rooms, indoor swimming pools, indoor track and 
field areas, and other similar areas. (Do not include here areas specially 
designed for events to which admission is charged. Such facilities should 
be coded "83".) 



Other Teaching Facilities. — All rooms other than those coded 01 through 04 
above, which are designed for scheduled class meetings or individual in- 
struction such as music practice rooms, music studios (unless they also serve 
as faculty offices in which case they should be classified as "Staff Offices" 
or "Staff Assistant Offices"), and rooms which are designed and equipped 
for use by students of special audio-visual or other programmed instructional 
equipment on an individual basis for self-instruction purposes. 
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General Classroom Service Area.— All rooms which adjoin and are used in 
conjunction with general classrooms as defined under "01 " above, such as 
storage areas, projection areas, and the like. 



Laboratory Service Area. --All rooms which adjoin and are used in con- 
junction with laboratories as defined under "02" above, such as balance 
rooms, supply rooms, preparation rooms, and the like. 



Instructional Shop Service Area. --All rooms which adjoin and are used in 
conjunction with instructional shops as defined under "03" above. 



Physical Education Service Area. — All rooms which adjoin and are used in 
conjunction with physical education rooms as defined under "04" above 
such as locker and shower rooms, equipment issue and storage rooms, and 
the like. 



Other Teaching Facility Service Area. — All rooms which adjoin and are 
used in conjunction with other teaching facilities as defined under "05" 
above. 



Staff Offices. All rooms with office-type equipment which are designed 
or intended for use by professional staff members regardless of the func- 
tional area to which they are assigned. 



Staff Assistant Offices. --All rooms with office-type equipment which are 
designed for use by staff assistants such as teaching assistants, graduate 
assistants, administrative assistants, research assistants, and the like. 



Secretarial and Clerical Offices. --AI I rooms designed or intended for use 
by secretarial or clerical personnel . 



Office Service Areas. — All rooms used in conjunction With offices, such as 
conference rooms, waiting rooms, office files and supply rooms, Intercon- 
necting corridors within a suite of offices, private toilets, clothes closets, 
and the like. 



Library Facilities. — Rooms used for the collection, storage, circulation, 
and use of books, periodicals, manuscripts, and other reading and refer- 
ence materials, including the general library, departmental libraries, and 
rooms for special collection of documents, rooms for storage of films, re- 
cords, and other audio-visual equipment and materials, library readhg and 
listening rooms, acquisition rooms, cataloging rooms, document reproduc- 
tion rooms, circulation and reference desks, and any other similar library 
service area . 



Study Facilities Service Area. — All rooms which directly serve a study 
roon V stack, open-stack, reading room or library processing room as a di- 
rect extension of the activities in such rooms. 



Special Research Facilities. --Facilities designed for special research ap- 
plications which do not fit any of the other room type categories. 



Auditoriums and Theatres. —All rooms designed for presentation of dra- 
matic, musical, or similar presentations including service areas which ad- 
join and are used in conjunction with such facilities. Not included here 
would be the seating area of auditoriums and theatres regularly used for 
classes and classified under "General Classroom. " 



Museums and Galleries. - -Rooms used for the storage and display of histori 
cal, geological, anthropological , art, and other similar objects and mate 
rials including service areas which adjoin and are used in conjunction with 



such facilities. 



Student Study Facilities. --All rooms or areas used as student study rooms 
(other than in the library or dormitories), including adjoining toilet or 
locker facilities. 



Other Instruction Related Facilities. —All type of rooms, other than those 
enumerated in other categories, which clearly are related to the instruc- 
tional or research programs of the institution such as a control room or studio 
used for television instruction or programmed instruction, a central computer 
facility which is used primarily for instruction and research purposes, a 
greenhouse or animal quarters separated from laboratory areas, and the like. 
Service areas for any such facility should be classified in this category also. 
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60 Physical Plant Service Space, ^-Warehouse rooms, motor pools, heating 
plants, garages, greenhouses (when not an instruction related facility), 
machine repair shops, and the like. 

61 Inactive Area . — Al I rooms which are not in present use. 

62 Alteration or Conversion Area. - "All rooms which are undergoing alteration 
or a conversion process. 

63 Unfinished Area.- -A room which is in the process of being constructed. 

64 Custodial Area* — All areas used for building protection, care, main- 
tenance, and operation. Included in this category should be such areas as 
locker rooms, janitor closets, and maintenance storerooms. 

65 Farm Buildings. --All barns or similar structures for animal shelter or the 
handling, storage and/or protection of farm products, supplies, and tools. 

66 Mechanical Area. — All areas designed to house mechanical equipment and 
utility services. This category includes air-duct shafts, boiler rooms, fixed 
mechanical and electrical equipment rooms, mechanical service shafts, 
meter and communication closets, service chutes, and stacks. 

67 Public Toilets. — Al I non-public toilets for either custodial or private use. 

70 Dormitory Bedrooms . " -Self-explanatory. 

71 Dormitory Bathrooms. — Self-explanatory. 

72 Dormitory Study Area. — All dormitory rooms (or areas) set aside for study 

purposes. This category does not Include study areas in a bedroom. 

73 Dormitory Lounge and Recreation Area. — All rooms used for rest, relaxation 
and/or recreation in a _ dormitory. 

74 Dormitoty Kitchenette. --All kitchen facilities in a dormitory. 

75 Dormitory Counselor Quarters. — All rooms used for the housing of counsel- 
ors In a dormitory. 

76 Dormitory Laundries. '—All laundry facilities in a dormitory. 

77 Dormitory Service Areas. — All rooms which directly serve dormitory facil- 
ities. This category includes storage areas, closets, etc. 

80 Apartments and Single Family Dwellings. — Self-explanatory. 

81 Food Service Facilities. — AH facilities used in the storing, processing and 
consumption of food. This category includes dining halls, cafeterias, snack 
bars, restaurants, and similar eating areas. 

82 Health Service Facilities. — All rooms used for the medical examination or 
treatment of students . This category includesexamination rooms, bedrooms, 
surgery rooms, clinics, etc. 

83 Intercollegiate Athletic Facilities. — All rooms or areas especially designed 
for intercollegiate athletic events to which admission is charged. 

84 St udent Union and Student Activity Facilities . —All rooms used for student 
activities such as club and student government meetings, ceremonies, etc. 

85 Bookstore. — Self-explanatory. 

86 Other Stores and Shops. — All rooms used to sell products or services, ex- 
cept books. 

87 Laundry Faci litfes . --A central facility for Washing, drying, and ironing of 
linens, uniforms, and other institutional material. 

88 Printing and Publication Facilities. — All rooms used for the manufacture of 
printed materials. 

89 Other Auxiliary Enterprises. — A category for auxiliary enterprises facilities 
which do not fall into one of the defined categories. 

90 Other Academic Space. — All academic arear which do not fa) I into one of 
the defined categories. 



ROOM TYPE CODES— PRIVATELY CONTROLLED INSTITUTIONS 

110 Classroom . — A room used by classes which do not require special purpose 

equipment for student use. Included in this category are rooms generally 
referred to as lecture rooms, seminar rooms, lecture-demonstration rooms, 
and general purpose classrooms. 

115 Classroom Service. — A room which directly serves a classroom as an exten- 
sion of the activities of the classroom. In this category are such rooms as 
projection rooms, cloak rooms, closets, and storage if they serve a class- 
room. 

210 Laboratory . — A room used by regularly scheduled classes which require 

special-purpose equipment far student participation, experimentation, ob- 
servation, or practice in a field of study. Also includes rooms equipped 
with laboratory-type equipment and used for research purposes. 

215 Laboratory Service. --A room which directly serves a laboratory as an ex- 
tension of the activities of Hie laboratory. 

220 Special Class Laboratory. — A room used by informally (or irregularly) 
scheduled classes which require special-purpose equipment for student par- 
ticipation, experimentation, observation, or practice In a field of study . 
Typically this category includes such rooms as language laboratories, group 
music practice rooms, group studios, etc. 

225 Special Class Laboratory Service. — A room which directly serves a special 
class laboratory as an extension of the activities in such a facility. 

230 Individual Study Laboratory . — A room especially equipped and/or designed 
for individual student experimentation, observation, or practice in a par- 
ticular field of study. Included are music practice rooms, individual study 
laboratories, and the like. 

235 Individual Study Laboratory Service. — A room which directly serves an 
individual study laboratory as an extension of the activities in such a facil- 
ity. 

310 Staff Office. --A room with office-type equipment which is designed or in- 
tended for use by a professional staff member regardless of the functional 
area to which he belongs. 

311 Staff Assistant Office. — A room with office-type equipment designed for 
use by a semi-professional staff member such as a teaching assistant, grad- 
uate assistant, administrative assistant, research assistant, and the like. 

312 Secretarial and Clerical Office. - -A room designed or intended for use by 
secretarial or clerical personnel. 

315 Office Service. — A room used in conjunction with an office, such as a 
waiting room, office file and supply room, interconnecting corridor within 
a suite of offices, private toilet, clothes closet, and the like. 

350 Conference Room. — A room used by non-class groups for meetings. 

355 Conference Room Service. — A room which directly serves a conference 
room as an extension of the activities of the conference room. 

410 Study Room (Non-Dormitory). — A room used to study books or audio- 
visual materials on an individual basis, Included in this category are li- 
brary reading rooms, carrels, study rooms, individual study stations, study 
booths, and similar rooms intended for general study purposes. Does not in- 
clude special class laboratories, offices, combined sleeping-study rooms in 
residence halls, waiting rooms, or lounges. 

420 Stack. - -A room used to provide shelving for books or audio-visual mate- 
rials used by staff and/or students on an individual basis. Included are 
rooms generally referred to as library stacks. 

430 Open-Stack Reading Room. — A room which is a combination of study room 
and stack, generally without physical boundaries between the stack area 
and the study area . 

440 Library Processing Room. — A room which serves a study room, stack, or 
open-stack reading room as a supporting service to such rooms. Included in 
this category are rooms used to house the card catalog, circulation desk, 
bookbinding, microfilm processing, and audio-visual record -playback equip- 
ment for distribution to individual study stations. 



455 Study Facilities Service. — A room which directly serves a study room, 
stacK] open-stack reading room, or library processing room as a direct ex- 
tension of the activities in such rooms, Included would be closets, locker 
space, coatrooms, etc. 

510 Armory Facilities . —A room (or area) used by ROTC units as an indoor 
drill grea, rifle range, or special-purpose military science room . This does 
not include rooms designated as classrooms, class laboratories, or offices. 

515 Armory Facilities Service, --A room which directly serves an armory fa- 
cility as an extension of the activities jf such a facility. 

520 Athletic-Physical Education Facilities . — A room (or area) used by students, 
staff, or the public for athletic activities. Included in this category are 
gymnasiums, basketball courts, handball courts, squash courts, wrestling 
rooms, swimming pools, ice rinks, indoor tracks, etc. 

5 2 ^ Athletic Facilities Spectator Seating.* — The seating area used by students, 
staff, or the public to watch athletic events. 

5 2 5 Athletic-Physical Education Facilities Service. — A room which directly 
serves an ath let ic -phys ica I education facility as an extension of the activ- 
ities in such a facility . 

530 Audio-Visual, Radio, TV Facilities. — A room or group of rooms used in the 
production and distribution of instructional media. This category includes 
TV studios, radio studios, sound studios, and graphic studios. 

535 Audio-.Visuaj, Radio, TV Facilities Service, — A room which directly serves 
as an extension of the activities in an audio-visual, radio, or TVfacility. 

540 Clinic Facilities (Non -Medical). —A room used for the diagnosis and/or 
treatment of patients in a program other than medicine, dentistry, and stu- 
dent health care. Included in this category are examination rooms, testing 
rooms, and consultation rooms which are typically associated with such areas 
as psychology, speech and hearing, remedial reading, and remedial writing, 

545 Cljriic Facilities Service (Non -Medical). —A room which directly serves 
a clinic as an extension of its activiiles. 

550 Demonstra tion Faci lities, - -A room used to practice the principles of certain 
subject-matter areas, particularly teaching and home management. This 
category includes demonstration schools, laboratory schools, pre-school 
nurseries, home management houses, etc. 

555 Demonstration Facilities Service. — A room which directly serves as an ex- 
tension of the activities of a demonstration facility. 

560 Field Service Facilities , —A barn or similar structure for animal shelter or 
the handling, storage, and/or protection of farm products, supplies, and 
tools. r 

^ Other Spe cial -Use Facilities. — A category for special -use facilities which 
are not classifiable in one of the defined categories. 

5^5 Other Special -Use Facilities Service, — A room which directly serves as an 
extension ot the activities of a facility which falls in the preceding cate- 
gory. 

6 *° Assembly Faci lities . —A room designed and equipped for dramatic, musical, 
devotional, or livestock judging activities . This category includes theatres, 
auditoriums, concert ha I Is, arenas, chapels, and judging pavi lions . 

615 Assembly Facilities Service. - A room which directly serves an assembly 
facility as an extension of its activities. 

620 Exhibition Facilities. —A room used for exhibits. This category includes 
museums, art galleries, and similar exhibition areas. 

^ 2 5 Exhibition Facilities Service. — A room which directly serves an exhibition 
facility as an extension of its activities. 

Food Facilities.— A room used for eating food. This category includes 
dining halls, cafeterias, snackbars, restaurants, and similar eating places 
which are open to the student body and/or public at large. Dining halls in 



residence halls should be classified under "residential facilities. " 

525 Food Facilities Service,— A room which directly serves a food facility as an 
extension of its activities, including such areas as kitchens, refrigeration 
rooms, freezers, dishwashing rooms, cafeteria serving areas, and other non- 
dining areas. 

640 Health Facilities (Student), — A room used for the medical examination or 
treatment of students. This category includes examination rooms, bedrooms, 
surgery rooms, clinics, etc, 

645 Health Facilities Service (Student), — A room which directly serves a health 
facility, such as a dispensary, record room, waiting room, clinical labora- 
tory, scrub-up rooms, linen closet, etc. 

55° lounge Facilities (Non-Dormitory) , --A room used for rest and relaxation 
except in a dormitory. 

555 l ounge Facilities Service (Non-Dormitory). - -A room which directly serves 
a lounge, such as a kitchenette, 

660 Merchandising Facilities. — A room (or group of rooms) used to sell products 
or services. This category includes bookstores, barbershops, post offices, 
dairy stores, student union "desks, "and motel-hotel rooms. 

665 Merchandising Facilities Service. — A room which directly serves as an ex- 
tension of the activities of a merchandising facility. 

670 Recreation Facilities (Non-Dormitory), — A room used for recreation pur- 
poses such as a bowling alley, pool and billiard room, ping pong room, 
ballroom, game room, and hobby room; not including, however, athletic- 
physical education facilities used for purposes of instruction or intercolle- 
giate athletics. 

675 Recreation Facilities Service (Non-Dormitory), —A room which directly 
serves a recreation facility as an extension of its activities. This category 
includes storage closets, equipment issue rooms, cashier's desks, and simi- 
lar areas.

Table 13 summarizes total room area by function. These figures represent not only 
educational and general space but include auxiliary enterprise, non-institutional agency, 
and unassigned and non-assignable space as well. 

There is a total of 71,862 rooms providing an aggregate of 23,096,035 square feet 
of room space in all the institutions of higher education combined. 

The total room area for instruction at Virginia "s colleges and universities is 
5,595,849 square feet, which is the largest amount of space for any category with the ex- 
ception of auxiliary enterprises. 

Table 14 presents the percentage distribution cf total educational and general space 
to the seven appropriate functions. The educational and general space accounted for 41 .4 
per cent of the total room area at all institutions. 

The amount of educational and general space by function per full-time-equivalent 
student is presented on Table 15. The amount of space per FTE student for all educational 
and general purposes averages 108.4 square feet for all institutions. The amount of space 
per student for administration and general purposes only, averages 11.1 square feet per stu- 
dent. Instruction space pur student averages 63.4 square feet, and library space 14.1 
square feet. 



The educational and general space ac- 
counted for 9,571,167 square feet or 41.4 per 
cent of total room area for all institutions. Total 
educational and general space was distributed as 
shown in the accompanying chart. As illustrated, 
instruction accounts for 58.5 per cent of total ed- 
ucational and general space.

The total room area at privately controlled colleges and universities 
by room type for all space, except auxiliary enterprise, is provided in Tables 
19, 20, and 21 . As previously stated, it is necessary to present room type 
data for privately controlled institutions separately from those of the state- 
controlled, institutions because of the use of different classification systems. 
This situation is explained in the introduction to this report. 

The total number of rooms for privately controlled institutions is 
15,309. These account for 6, 233,490 square feet of space. Table 20 pre- 
sents a percentage breakdown of the data shown in Table 19. 

As previously discussed in relation to the "room type" tables for state- 
controlled institutions, several "room type" categories for privately con- 
trolled colleges and universities are compatible to a degree with "function" 
categories shown on a previous table. The example of library facilities cited 
earlier (commentary for Tables 16, 17, and 18) is equally applicable here.

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As previously noted the specific "room type" classifications used to 
categorize the rooms of the state-controlled institutions and those used for the 
privately controlled institutions were not identical. It was possible however 
to group the room type data for both under a summary classification system. 
This allowed presentation of room type data for all institutions in the Common- 
wealth under ten broad summary classifications. 

Tables 22, 23 , and 24 present the total room area for both state-con- 
trolled and privately controlled colleges and universities by summary room 
type classifications. 

The total number of rooms for all institutions is 71,862. These account 
for 23,096,035 square feet of space. The large difference between this total 
and that obtained by combining the room type totals presented in previous 
tables for the state -control led and the privately controlled institutions is ac- 
counted for by the inclusion here of auxiliary enterprise space.

Instructional laboratory space by subject field is presented in Tables 
25 and 26. The total number of instructional laboratory rooms is 1,375, which 
account for 1,054,974 square feet of space. For all institutions combined 
there are thirty-three separate subject fields for which instructional laboratory 
space is provided. A total of 518,930 square feet or 49.2 per cent of the 
total instructional laboratory space is devoted to the biological and physical 
sciences. Other subject field areas which have a substantial portion of space 
devoted to instructional laboratories include engineering 129,138 square feet 
or 12.2 per cent of the total, fine and applied arts 70,055 square feet or 6.6 
per cent of the total, and engineering and industrial technologies 63,646 
square feet or 6.0 per cent of the total.

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SECTION V 

ANALYSES OF INSIDE SPACE INVENTORY 

Aggregate data on physical facilities are important for their use in planning pro- 
cesses. In those processes, maximum value can be derived from definitive and detailed 
analyses of specific types of space. In this section are presented a number of analyses deal- 
ing with different classifications of space. 
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Table 29 presents dormitory space broken down as to the specific types 
of space included in the dormitories. For each type of dormitory space, total 
room area, number of rooms, and square feet per room is provided. For dor- 
mitory bedrooms, information is included on the number of occupant stations, 
number of occupants, and the square feet per occupant station. 

It can be determined from this table whether or not dormitories at the 
institutions were overcrowded by comparing the number of occupant stations 
to the actual number of occupants. The total for all institutions shows that 
there were 181 more occupants in the dormitories than there were occupant 
stations. It is interesting to note that the overcrowded dormitory conditions 
are limited to the state-controlled institutions, which have 575 more oc- 
cupants than occupant stations. The privately controlled colleges and uni- 
versities' information reflects excess capacity of 394 occupant stations. 

If also can be noted on Table 29 that the average dormitory bedroom 
size for all institutions is 193 square feet.

Table 30 presents the total room area of instructional space, 5, 595,849 square 
feet (24.2 per cent of all space at the colleges and universities), distributed among fifteen 
room types. 

The first classification of space presented in the table is "general classrooms" 
which comprise 1,518,149 square feet or 27.1 per cent of total instructional space for all 
institutions combined. The average classroom size is 686 square feet. 

The total number of student stations in the general classrooms is 89,439. Dividing 
the total student stations into total square feet reveals that the average square feet per stu- 
dent station for all institutions combined is 17. 

Teaching laboratory space represented 18.8 per cent of total instructional space for 
all institutions combined. The average size of teaching laboratories is 767 square feet per 
room for all institutions combined. There are 28,237 student stations in all the teaching 
laboratories, with an average of 37 square feet per student station. 

Instructional shop space was a classification used in categorizing the state- 
controlled institutions data only. It accounted for 145, 143 square feet included in a total 
of 128 rooms. This represents 4.3 per cent of total instructional space at all state- 
controlled institutions. The average square feet per student station in instructional shops 
is 56 square feet. 

Physical education rooms account for 14.4 per cent of total instructional space for 
all institutions combined. This percentage relationship is somewhat inflated by the large 
amount of physical education space at Institution Number 41, which reported 82.8 percent 
of its total instructional space as physical education rooms. By deleting Institution 41 and 
recomputing the percentage relationship, for all the remaining institutions' physical edu- 
cation space accounted for 11.2 per cent of, the total instructional space. The service 
space for physical education rooms amounts to 25.4 per cent of physical education space 
on the average. 

"Special class laboratories" was a room type classification used to categorize room 
data for privately controlled institutions, while "Other teaching facilities" was used to 
classify rooms at the state-controlled institutions. By definition both of these classifica- 
tions are used to categorize rooms of the same types. Included under both categories 
Would be such rooms as language laboratories, group music practice rooms, music studios 
and programmed instruction rooms. These facilities comprise 2.2 per cent of total instruc- 
tional space at all institutions. The percentage relationship of service area to special 
class laboratories and other teaching facilities of 25.0 per cent is relatively high incom- 
parison with other types of instructional space. 

Faculty offices account for 12.1 per cent of total instructional space for all insti- 
tutions combined. The average square feet per station in instructional staff offices is 108 
square feet. 

Secretarial and clerical offices average 191 square feet in size and for every 
secretarial and clerical office there is an average of 11 staff and staff assistant offices. 

"Other" instructional space accounts for 8.8 per cent of total instructional space. 
Included in this category are instructional rooms of types other than those presented previ- 
ously on Table 30.

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Table 31 presents an analysis of administrative and general space at the 56 colleges 
and universities included in the report. 

General administrative staff offices account for 203,632 square feet which is 20.7 
per cent of all administration and general space at all institutions. It is interesting to note 
that this percentage relationship averages 30.7 per cent at all state-controlled institutions 
compared with 15.1 per cent at all privately controlled colleges and universities. The 
average soze of staff offices is 222 square feet, 55 square feet larger than the average for 
instructional staff offices. 

Staff assistant offices average 235 square feet per office with the four-year insti- 
tutions having a much larger average than the two-year colleges. Staff assistant office 
space accounts for 4.3 per cent of all administrative and general space. 

Secretarial and clerical offices represent 12.5 per cent of total administrative and 
general space. Here again it can be noted that there is a wide variance between the per- 
centage relationship for state-controlled colleges and universities and privately controlled 
institutions. The total number of offices is 504, or an average of 1 secretarial and clerical 
office for every 1.8 administrative staff office. 

Administrative office service space amounts fro 108,342 square feet, 29.4 percent 

cL a ,,? dminiStraHve ° nd 9eneral office s P ace - "° ther " administrative space amounts to 
506,611 square feet, or 51 .5 per cent of administrative and general space. 

Table 32 presents all space at the institutions related to research, a total of 
702,438 square feet included in 2,133 rooms. The four-year institutions have 99«9 per 
cent of the total. The state-controlled institutions account for 96.9 per cent of the total 
research space at all institutions, with 97.5 of the state-controlled institutions 1 total re- 
search space being found at MCV, the University of Virginia, and VP1. 

Research staff offices account for 5.7 per cent of total research space at all four- 
year institutions and research staff assistant offices represent 0.5 per cent. The two-year 
colleges have no space listed for research staff offices and research staff assistant offices. 

Clerical and secretarial offices represent 1.7 percent of total research space for 
all institutions. It can be noted that only state-controlled four-year colleges and univer- 
sities had office space of this type. Office service area related to research represents 
19.9 per cent of all research office space. 

"Other" research space as shown on the table includes research laboratories, re- 
search laboratory service area, and the like. Such space accounts for 90.5 per cent of all 
research space, or 635,885 square feet.

By definition the term assignable area excludes those areas commonly defined 
as unassignable (custodial, circulation, mechanical, and public toilet), as well as walls, 
columns, partitions and other areas defined in the USOE manual as construction areas.

The amount of such space is affected by the architec- 
tural style and general layout of buildings. 

By setting up the percentage relationship presented in Table 33, that. portion of the 
buildings actually assigned to, or available for assignment to, an occupant is compared to 
the total gross area of those buildings. 

For all institutions in the Commonwealth combined, the relationship between as- 
signable square feet and outside gross square feet is 68.0 per cent. For housing space the 
relationship is 67.3 per cent and for non-housing facilities it is 68.6 per cent. It shoul 
be pointed out that the relationships presented for state-controlled institutions are not 
compatible with those in the same analysis included in the 1966-67 inventory report for 
state-controlled colleges and universities entitled Physical Facil ities at Virginia s CoH 
leges. The classification system used in that inventory did not permit subtraction from 
total" room area of the space for custodial, public toilet, and mechanical areas. 



Table 34 presents the relationship between each of the unassignable areas of cus- 
todial, mechanical, public toilet, and circulation, and assignable square feet. This 
analysis shows, at all institutions, that custodial space is 0.8 per cent of assignable square 
feet, mechanical space is 2.7 per cent, public toilets are 1.4 per cent, and circulation 
area (presented only for the privately controlled institutions) is 15.0 per cent.
